I, I laley Barbour, by the authority vested in me as Ciovernor by the 
foiisimilioii anil laws of the State of Mississippi, do lierehy proelaim a day of oflleiiil 
remembranee in llie Slate of Mississippi and do hereby order all Hags of the Slate of Mississippi 
to be Hown at bat f-siatT from sun-up to sun-down on all buildings anil grounds ofthe Slate ol' 
Missis.sippi and all areas under its jurisdietion on December 7. 2(K)9. in honor ofthe individuals 
in .serv ice of America's military forces vv'ho died as a result of their serviee at Pearl i larbor.
